Kethur stated that the solution of 
that depression required world-wide 
co-operation, both in study and in 
faction, He’ sounded an, optimistic 
note, however, in expressing his full 
confidence that the depression could 
be’ solved. 

He pointed out that the present 
ceiais Wwas ‘due to over-produetion 
‘and not to general poverty. Once 
‘he crisis was over, he said, the 
‘world would experience the biggest 
economic boom in history, which 
Would result in a higher’ standard 
of living and general prosperity all 
round. 

The presint depression, he con- 
tinued, was world-wide and specially 
serious because it was aggravated 
by certain special circumstances. 
In the first place the modern. pro- 
ducer had to over-estimate demand. 
Over-production led to falling prices 
dut low prices did not stimulate 
domand. "Furthermore, the esti 
mates of producers. for luxuri 
AS against: necessities, were very 
much greater than in previous years 
and the demand for luxuries, was 
always 1058 stable, 

Again, the highly, industrialized 
society of to-day had greater dif. 
culty in adjusting itself to times of 
economic depression. In earlier 
years, when business was conducted 
‘on & smaller seale, production could 
be stopped at once in case of over: 
production, but nowadays industrial 
Concerns were so powerful that they 
‘would not bow to economic depres- 
sion, 

Speculation in stocks and shares, 
added Sir Avthur, always exaggerat- 
‘ed the rise and fall in business 
conditions, Currency troubles also 
constituted a considerable factor in 
the present ‘depression, ‘There was 
mo reason to believe, he said, that 
‘the supply of gold was inadequate 
for the use of gold as a basis. of 
‘currency throughout the world, but 
tho, present supply was. inadequate, 
‘owing to the immobility of gold in 
certain parts of the world. 

Modern financial transactions re- 
uired a daily settlement of accounts 
‘either by the exchange of goods, the 
borrowing of money trom abroad 
‘or by the export of gold, 

The present tariff policies of 
certnin countries, he stated, tended 
> Impede the progress. of natural 
economies forces, As. a. result. of 
political fear and political unrest 
In certain parts of the world, there 
‘was a good deal of inistrust in 
Jending. countries.

TAKING STOCK 
Bar. 31, 

‘The murder of Father Tierney 
is another tragedy which standa| 
as a poignant reminder of the 
dominance of bandit rule in 
Kiungsi and other parts. of 
China, The Government, no 
doubt, will contend that their 
efforts to secure the martyred 
riest’s release were unexpected-, 
ly baulked at the last moment. 
It cannot, however, be overlook- 
ed that the Father's capti 
dates from November last and 
the tragedy might have been 
averted if greater promptitude 
and more effective measures had 
been employed by the Provin- 
cial authorities. The magnitude 
of the Government's task in 
dealing with the bandit menace 
is recognized, 
the problem is speed. Mora- 
over, while Chinese as well as 
foreigners are in danger of their 
lives in the bandit-ridden areas, 
the need for rapidity of action 
is enhanced by the knowledge 
that the longer the bandits en- 
joy immunity 80 much the more 
veadily will they be able to ob- 
tain recruits to the communist 
creed. In the Yangtze valley 
the action of the Government 
has led to a slight improvement 
in the situation. Government; 
troops have been posted at cer- 
tain points along the river, At. 
Shasi, at Kiukiang and at Yo- 
chow it is reported that military 
posts have been established. 
‘They are, however, mainly on 
the North bank of the river 
indeed it is only at Temple Hill, 
where the bandits were driven 
out a few days ago, that Gov- 
ernment troops actually hold 
ground on the south bank. On’ 
tat bank the bandits have dug 
venches which will, in due 
course, be affected by rain but, 
at the moment, they constitute 
A serious embarrassment to 
those engaged in the work of 
restoring order, Recent deve- 
Jepments on the Peking-Hant.cw 
line have been disturbing end 
sugjest that much has to Ue 
done before Honan can be clea:

|. The news that strong 
Kuominehun troops have been 
despatched to the former pro- 
vince is cheering.

These 
Denefits probably are fleeting 
but, in these days, the long- 
suffering victims of years of 
‘onflict are not disposed to cavil 
ut the ephemeral benefit. They 
ve certainly, reluetant. to be-| 
Hieve’ that it is transcended by 
any to be secured from a Gov- 
ernment which is unable, ap- 
parently, to assert its authority 
sway from the big centres of 
popilation. The advantages 
which the bandits possess in 
their mobility and capacity for 
retreating into inaccessible 
mountain areas in the west, at 
the least sign of pursuit, must 
necessarily impose on the Gox 
evnment's commanders an obli- 
wution to exercise a very high 
Standard of military skill. No 
task is more difficult for” the 
General Staff of even the most 
highly-equipped army than that 
of coping with irregular troops 
versed in guerrilla warfare and 
operating in country naturally 
designed to favour that form of 
campaigning. ‘This considera- 
tion adds force to the argument 
that rapid movement is essent- 
ial, The mere’ establishment of 
troops in per is, in 
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the troops are kept in a state] 
of-inactivity, their exposure to] 
the insidious propaganda of the 
Communists inevitably reduces 
their value as the days go by. 
Defections have ‘been reported 
from more than one place in the| 
last “few weeks. Although, 
therefore, the fact that troops| 
are being moved up the river 
and into the bandit zones is en- 
couraging, there would be 
eater confidence if more de- 
inite signs were forthcoming 
of an intention to take the ini 
tiative and, having obtained it, 
to press the rounding up pro-| 
cess to a rapid conclusion. 


No doubt these factors are 
actively borne in mind at Nan- 
king. ‘There is no reason why 
the Government which has 0 
successfully tackled the North- 
er revolt of last year should 
find the bandit problem beyond 
its powers to solve. The mea- 
sures which have been announc- 
ed indicate the firmness of 
intention but it is! 
that the accumulation 
of evidence, of Communist de- 
fiance, such as the rejection 
of the sum offered for the ran- 
som of Father Tierney, should 
give vise to impatience, if not 
real apprehension. Tt ‘wi 
appreciated that the Government 
‘ave every incentive to deter-' 
mined action. Their political 
commitments ‘which the ap- 
proaching People’s Conference: 
brings prominently to the fore, 
depend for liquidation on their 
ability to show material results. 
It is an open secret that much 
energy is being expended on the 
settlement of issues with that 
end in view. Gestures have 
their value but they are Hable 
to be judged in the light of the 
practical experience of tho: 
for whose benefit they are made. 
At this moment along an im- 
portant stretch of the Yangtze: 
junk and small boat traffic can- 
not operate because of che ban- 
dily’ tenacity of their hold_on 
the rignt bank of the river, The 
chaos in Kiangsi, the recent un- 
test in Honan aid the slow pro- 
gress of the bandit-suppression 
operations do not contribute to 
the potency of gestures, even if 
they be decorated with the most 
attractive political appeal, ‘Th 
severe handicaps imposed by the 
financial stringency and econo- 
mit stress of the moment must 
be taken into account. Those 
handicaps, however, will be ac~ 
centuated rather than reduced 
if there be not at some early 
date convincing evidence of a 
forward move. ‘The creeping 
paralysis with which the in- 
terior ix afflicted cannot be 
cured by anything but _ swift 
and resolute treatment. Unless 
that is speedily forthcoming the 
prospects ahead must lose what 
little brightness the past placid 
ity of the last few weeks has 
enabled them to assume. The 
telegrams published to-day show 
that more encouraging reports 
have just been received from 
Scene of operations in 
Kiangsi and Hunan. It is to be 
hoped that this development will 
proceed unchecked.

The graphs show a healthy 
tontrol by the police of the 
criminal ‘population, ‘The pro- 
portion of arrests to the number 
of crimes reported is by no 
means unsatisfactory—in fact 
in September the ‘margin of 
difference was amazingly small: 
of 1.288 cases reported, 1,250 
Jed to arrests. The large num- 
ber of cases in which threaten- 
ing letters were sent indicates 
the prevalence of violent crime 
of a specially dangerous kind. 
‘These cases account for 230 out 
of the 499 cases and for 41 out 
of 192 convictions of offences 
against persons. Armed robbory 
bulks unpleasantly large | {i 
the report. With armed h 
way robbery of all kinds, it 
accounts for 710 out of 2875 
cases reported of offences 
against persons and property 
and only 224 convictions (4 
eases pending) are recorded. 
‘The Special Court’s readiness to 
convict is recognized by the 
Commissioner of Police. The 
Percentage of convictions 
noted by the Municipal Advocate 
as 93.1 of the persons charged. 
It is a remarkable figure which 
n in accepting as 
a true indication either of the 
Court's judicial capacity of 
the skill of the Municipal pro- 
secutors, Criticism of the police 
on account of the prevalence of 
armed kidnapping is not justi 
fied by the figures.

The Report issued by Mr. A. 
©. Clear on the work which he 
performed as Secretary of the 

aries Commission has now 
been published and will be 
recognized as a valuable docu- 
ment. Mr. Clear has left Shang: 
hai, and it is fitting, therefore, 
that this opportunity should be 
taken to appreciate his services 
to the Council, He has quietly 
and resolutely tackled the work 
for which he was engaged, and 
the Council owe him a debt of 
gratitude for his painstaking 
endeavour, The Memorandum 
accompanying the Report sets 
out im very’ plain terms the 
recomniendations of the Com- 
mission. It is indeed so lucid 
and so well argued that it makes 
extended comment almost un- 
necessary. ‘There are, however, 
certain points which must occur 
to the mind, and one aspect of 
the matter’ deserves special 
attention. The Report reveals 
that the Municipal Council has 
been for twelve years engaged 
in arriving ata satisfactory 
scale to be applied to the whole 
of its services. In the mean- 
time the fact that the salaries 
obtainable were mot commen- 


























found it necessary to recruit 
apparent from the fact that the 
average length of service in the 
Council's employ is no. more 
than seven-and-a-half years, 
whereas the  superanniiation 
fund is based on an assumption 
Of twenty years’ service, It ix 
indeed remarkable that, faced 
with this very definite proof of

NEW SEWAGE STATION 


What Bund Skyscrapers Have 
Necessitated 


SPrCIAL 10 THE KC. 


The extradrdinary development of 
the Central District of the Interna 
tional Settlement in the Inst few 
years has brought about an un- 
foreseen development in the sewage 
system which Shanghai adopted not 
long’ago. This is the reagon for the 
presence of the bamboo mat-shed 
which covers constructional work in. 
the Bund Gardens near the Garden 
Bridge at present. 

‘Tho central district is exceptional 
in that a number of semi-skyseraper 
buildings have been erected and are 
now in process of erection, in a com- 

ively. concentrated. area, ‘The 
Sewage scheme which Was commenc- 
Jed at the beginning of the past 
decade did not anticipate such a 
rapid development, nor that build- 
ings of such a height could ever be 
Jconstructed in Shanghai. While it 
was realized that there would be de- 














velopment, it was not considered 
advisable’ to build a very large 
sewage pumping station for Shang- 
hhai ten years ago, for the reasons 
that future requirements could not 
bbe foreseen accurately and also that 
loans were expensive. 

‘Accordingly, when the central 
district sewage pumping station was 
‘built ten years ago at the end of 
Peking Road it was arranged to 
provide for certain peak loads but. 
‘was not built with a view to large 
development, 

At present 
station machinery, which has done 
very rood work for ten years ix row 
lapproaching the end of its useful 

The machinery to be installed 
in the new station, while having a 
larger capacity, is also of much mo 
modern type, of a pattern that 
not exist ten years ago. Oons 
quently, in replacing the oki station 
by the new a double advantage 
gained. 

In addition, the new station is to 
be equipped ‘with two pumps, but 
ion has been made for the in- 
jon tf a third when it becomes. 
necessary. Allin all, the new: 
station is designed so as'to meet all

"The Peking Road station, after the 
‘old pumps have been removed, wil 
be retained as a screening chamber. 
Extraordinary objects come through 
the lly, euch as 
short bars of steel, reinforced oon. 
jerete and chunks of wood, and these 
fat times stop the pumps abruptly. 
The Peking Road pumps have a 
cutting action, which breaks up the 
sewage and enables it to travel 
through the pipes more easily, but 
jwhen this cutting action comes up 
ja steel bar it does not do the pump 
any good. 

Consequently, sereens will be in- 
‘stalled at the ‘Peking Road plant, 
jwhere any solid objects will be 
trapped and thus have no chance of 
interfering with the pumping: 
fmachinery. In addition, the section 
Jof sewer between Peking Road and 
the new station will be enlarged, so 
fas to act as a sump in which sewage 
jean accumulate during periods of 
peak Toads.

Most of Shanghai's new apai 
ment buildings are built without 
verandahs but it is felt by the 
designers of this new building that 
verandahs are a great asset during 
the summer. heat and although 
verandahs of a generous depth can- 
not be given as this tends to make 
rooms gloomy in winter yet it lias 
been arranged for balconies of 
shallow proportion to be constructec 
to nearly every flat to enable the 
windows to be opened to. the floor 
and thus help to cool the rooms 
jeonsiderably.

‘While the Hsin Peking was paste 
ing down tho Whangpoo. on het 
fway to. Ningpo on September 
5, 1980, Mr, Brenan said, the secor 
jhginecs, Ss. E.G, “Hudson, wi 
[suddenly’ seized ‘with faintness and 
ell from the upper deck into the 
river at a point near the Woosung 
forts, where there is a depth of 
eight fathoms. 

Air. Stratton, who was on thd 
saloon deck, saw the occurrénes 
land immediately dived to the rescue 
from a height of 36 ft, fully clothe 
fed and with laced boots. on. “He 
[swam to Mr. Hudson, and, “thot 
the latter was in a dazed con 
tion, succeeded in. supporting him 
funtit-a sampan took both of them 
fon_board ten minutes later. 

Fellow officers had borne _testie 
mony to the great risk run by Mr, 
Stratton in effecting the rescue, 
Apart from the dangerous, ‘height 
‘of the dive, and the notoriously

SHANGHAI'S LABOUR 
‘TROUBLES 


Interesting Review by Local 
Banker 

Any interesting reviess of Shang 
hats abour roubles during 198 
190, as shown by the satan 
ted’ ‘by Mir. Ke Be King, 
manager of the Bank of Communica: 
fons, has been issued by the Bureau 
of “Social Affairs for the Cty 
Government of Greater Shanghai. 

‘According to this, there were, in 
1928, 120 atrikes involving 5433 
factories and shops. In the follow- 
Ing ‘year, this. number, including 
fockouts.'and-walkouts, ‘dropped. to 
TMi, the factories and shops tavolved 
being 1,512 in number. Workers 
Involved in 1028's strikcs numbered 
213,900 compared ‘with 68.867 in 
the following ‘year. 

‘The most ‘common causes for 
strikes were disputes over” wages 
Or the engagement and dismissal of 
Workers, the percentage being 20 
and 30 per cent. for 1928 and 1929 
respectively. 

“Apart from leckouts and_walk- 
outs "numerous labout” troubles 
ccurred in 1928 and. 1929" ‘which 
fortunately” did not result in lock: 
outs or waikouts, these being’ avert- 
ed. by agreement. between the 
{abourers and their employers. For 
the second half of 1928 alone, there 
were 222 instances of auch troubles 
involving 8,084 factories and shops 
fand in 1929 this number rose to 312 
Involving 4500 factories and shops.

CLIMATIC CHANGES IN : 
CHINA 


Lecture Given to RAS. by 
Dr. Coching Chu ' 


‘The North China Branch of the 
Royal Asiatic Socicty held a mieot- 
ing in the Lecture Hall on March 
26, when a lecture was deliv 
‘ed by Dr. Coching Chu on “Clit 
Changes during Historieal Time 
China.” Dr, Coching Chu, opened 
his lecture by saying that while 
variation of climate from on 
geological era to another had been 
established beyond any doubt, the 
question of climatic changes during 
historical periods is still controver- 
sial. Recent study however tended 
to prove that there was a moderate 
variation in the amount of solar 
radiation during the last few cen- 
turies. 

In depPting the climatic con- 
ditions ie China during. the past 
ages there were four main sources 
from which to draw material:—(1), 
Records in the Chinese classics; (2) 
accounts of floods and droughts in 
the Chinese annals; (3) date o€ 
the earliest frost and snow and the 
number of severe winters kept in 
the old chronicles; and (4) instru- 
mental meteorological records, 

Dr. Chu then proceeded to enlarge 
in considerable detail upon these 
four sources of information. For 






























feven’s of phenological signihieance, 
fand discussed them in relation to 
tthe blooming. of the peach trees, t

low. "Dr. Chu then gave an account 
HMlustrated with tables, of the floods 
and droughts in Chinese history, 
with special reference to the 
Chinese ‘chronicles from the Tang 
to the Ming dynasty.

Many years ago, in Hyde 
Park near the Marble Arch 
where orators disport _them- 
selves, there was a gentleman 
whose hair rested greasily on 
his shoulders ‘in half-hearted 
crimpiness and whose decayed 
frockeoat had the green hue of 
long-life.

His creed that all men were 
equal did not prevent him from 
giving an incautious, but 
evidently sincere, “Sir” to the 
ympathetic but well-dressed 
loiterer who offered him a fill 
from a tobacco pouch. He 
could afford to be inconsistent 
for every evening found him in 
the people's forum with an 
audience which learnt to admire 
him as much as they disregarded 
his conclusions. ‘The point is 
that his attire ‘and his general 
appearance left no doubt of his 
place in the scheme of things. 
None would have mistaken him 
for a butler, for a successful 
statesman or for a captain of 
industry. 

















Could such a certainty exist 
to-day? When, on the front 
bench of a Labour Government, 
the accents of Oxford come 
forth from the mouth of Dr.

‘This mother and the four chile 
dren had Jost their husband and 
father a few weeks previous and 
were returning to the home of re- 
latives ten miles from another of 
‘our outstations, Wuchimihe, east 
of Harbin. ‘They were tuking with 
them the old grandmother who with 
the younger members of the famil 
had ventured out from the old a 
cestral home down in Chibli pro- 
wince to beri life anew in this land 
of promise, 

‘The best place the remainder of| 
this family could find on the steam- 
er was just inside the big door on 
one side of the steamer. ‘This door| 
must be kept open much of the time 
so the other passengers, packed in 














































close, would not smoother from the 
boiler’s heat. The old grandmother| 
was alveady’ weak and exhausted 


from the fatigue of getting to and 
on the steamer. ‘i 
‘The cold night air drafe was too| 
much for her, so-she became ill 
with a high fever and died the] 
second night. When the next river| 
port was reached the middle of the 
morning the question to} 
was what fo do with the 
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corpse, The mother desired that it 
be put off at a small port from 
which relatives. could come for it 
in the winter by sleigh, but” the 
steamer was crowded, the small 
port would not be reached until in 
the middle of the night and would 
‘be met only by a boat too small to 
carry ashore @ heavy Chinese coffin, 

‘The steamship company Kindly 
farnished money for a cofin, so the 
body was left at the large. port, 
where inspection had been made by 
the police. The coffin was put: out- 
side ‘the west gate, A” guaranteo 
was given that it would be releas 
‘ed. whenever relatives came for 

‘We had already preached and dis- 
tributed tracts on. the. steamer 
several times. It was a pleasure to 
help the widow secure a coffin and 
other consideration from the agent 
fof the steamship company. This 
company “had shown. the writer 
Favours in the past. His interest 
in the widow and her children was 
appreciated ‘by the pasrengers a3 
well as by those more directly con- 
cerned. 

Te-was found that the widow and 
childven were without fends, that 
they had spent for burial of the 
father all ‘but enough for \ thelr 
ticket, ‘Interest ‘of the passengers 
Jn the death of the old woman, due 
{0 crowded conditions on the steam- 
er ‘and its delay for police inspec- 
tion’ following the death caused 
them to suggest to us and others 
the possibility of raising "some 
money for the widow and hey four 
‘small children, To Chinese friends 
Whom ‘we had made on the trip it 
seemed fitting that we take the 
lead in receiving their contribution 
Some of these offered to Tond assis 
ance, if we would only lead tl 
way, 

‘A committee was appointed to go 
with “me throughout ‘the crowded 
Steamer’ to receive contrib 
The second contribution was a fi 
dollar bill from a group of gamble 
who had. gambled nearly all nig 
We' would not accept, such | money 
for the Tord's work, but. were gla 
to receive it for helping this poor 
Woman and her children. 

"As we went about the steamer 
the ‘committee explained how the 
money was £0 be used and expressed 
appreciation” that an Ameriean 
missionary was assisting in raising 

‘There was. a general response, 
some putting in dollar bills; but 
most of the contributions, consisted 
fof ten and twenty cont pieces, Dilla 
fof Tower” denomination, and. copper 
coins. ‘This money is usually dirty 
and covered with germs but it eame 
from. sturdy farmers and other 
workmen, looked food to us, and 
eceived a welcome in the mission- 
ary's hat. 

When the money collected | was, 
counted it amounted to nearly forty 
‘dollars, much more than any, of us 
hhad expected. "Some increased their 
contributions to bring the total. to 
fan even forty, "The widow was 
then invited to come to receive the 
money. The missionary, was asked 
to take charge of it until she reach 
ed Harbin, feaving that someone 
might rob her.
